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"OUTLAWS REAPPEAR

HOW THE OUTLAWS G0T THEIR
WELIONS. :

Strong Evidence that Harry Wright
an Ex-Convict. Procured Guns
for Tracy and Morrill—What
a Letter Written with Sym-
pathetic Ink Discloses,

Vancouver, June 19.—According
to reports brought here at 11 o’-
clock today by Ruben Targenson,
a young man who lives with his
parents two miles southeast of Pio-
neecr, and three milegfrom La Cen-
ter, two men, answering the de-
seription of Tracy and Merrill. came
to Targerson’s house at g o'clock
this morning and asked for food.

The boy immediately  staried to
Vanceuver on a wheel, and ou ar-
riving here notified Sheriff Marsh
and City Marshal Nerton.

T'he officers, after putling the boy
through a searchingeordal of cross
questioning, were convinced that
he was telling the fruth, and im-
mediately telephoned  Deputy
Warden Garson and Privale Secre-
tary Lycn, at Woodland, to meet
them at the Targerson place as soon
4s possible. A posse, composed of
Sheriff Marsh, City Marshal Nerton
and balf a dozen trusty men then
i=ft at once for the point where the
convicts were reported to have been
seen, - They expect to meet Carson
and the dogs there by the rk:id._'lle
of the afrernoon.

Young Targeison saysthe con-
vicis came to him' in a field near
his father’s house. QOune, be s8sid,
wore a pair of jeans trousers, a blue
woolen shirt and a kuoit cap. The
other wore 'siriped trousers, & blue
coat and a light campaignhat, Both
carried rifles and revolvers. Both
men also had about two weeks’
growth of beard, and theirhair was
ghort. The boy said he recognized
| the outlaws agonce from their pho-
tographs in The' Teléegram. They
asked Targerson if they could let
them have some bacon and flour..

The boy called to his father and

vizitors they had no _bacon or flour
to spare, but were just on the point
of sending to Vancouver for a sup-
ply. Targersen; Sr., asked the
men where they were bound for,
and one replied they were out lock-
ing for the escaped convicts. They
then asked (he distance to Vancot-
ver and left the place, going inte
the brush into the direction whence
they came. ]

Excitement here over the man
hunt, which had heen on the wane
for the past few days, was renewed
on receipt of tkis fresh clew.

Portland Telegram: Strong evi-
dence have been obtained pointing
to Harry Wright, an ex-convict, as
the man who smuggled into the
penitentia-. the guns with which
Tracy anl Merrill killed three
guards, wo inded Convict Ingram,
and kept other guards at bay while
they affected their escape., Wright
was discharged from the peniten-
tiary May 2o last,

So thoroughly convinced are the
officers that Wright was concerned
in the plot fo liberate Tracy and
Merrilt that a reward of $500 for
his aivest has been offered, and tel-
egrams to hold any one answering
Wrights description have been sent
to the police departments in all the
principal cities of tha Pacific coast.

Charles Monte, another ex-convict
whom they say was in Salem a few
days before the break inquiring of
one of the prison attendants if Tra-
cy and Merrill were still working
in the foundry.

That the escapa was carefully
and dexterinusly planned is appar-
ent from some sensalional disclss-
ures thal bave just been made.

BY CARRYING MAILS.

Pay More'in a Year for the Rental
of a Meil Car Than It Costs
Then Pay Faucy Prices

For Hauling It.

erease the pay of letter carriers,

When Fenator Vilas was speak—~
ing, it was proposed (o spproparite
$3,205000 to be paid by the govern-
ment for renting postoffice cars dar-
ing the ensning year. That amount
was to be paid for 790 postaffice
cars—560 cars in use, 180 cars in
rezerve and Ho additional cars that
mizght become necessary.

According to the ralroads’ own
figures, the cosl of maintaining and
operating the cars would be $890,-
160. :

Take that amount from the ap-
propriation of $8,205,000 and you
find.that the railroadd were paid by
the govarnment $2,314.840 for the
uce of the cars for one year. To
build those cars oulright cost only
$2,705;000. So that after deducting
a sufficient amout to renew the cars
and keep them in order the rail-
roads steal from the goveranment in
one year practically the total cost
of building the cars. In addition
the goveanment pays an extrava-
gaotly high rate for bauliog all
these cara.

Things have been getting worse
instead of better since Vilas mede
hig speech. For the fiscal year end-
ing June 30, 1901, the government
paid to the railroad companies for
the use of posteflice cars—asrenlal;
independent for the hauling of the
ears—%$4,638,234,03, Beven hun-
dred and sixty-five cars were nsed.
Thus as reutal for each car, thegov:
ernment paid an average ol $6,063.-
0.

To bunild a mail car coeb $3,500;
the outside limit, as fixed by the
railroads, of tha cost of maintaining
and operating the car in use is $1,-
336—a total of $4,856 for building
a car and keeping it in order fora
year. j -

Therefore the goversment paid
the railroade for each car per year
the total gost of buildinz the car,
the cost of maintaining it, and $1.-
207.0bedditional.

Every yeaur the railroads get
back from the government the en-
wiru cost of every car, the entire cost

Therefore the government paid lo the
New York Centeal for one yvear §10,456,-
07 for each car. Thatis to say, each year
it pays the original cost of building the
car, and the total cost ol maintaining the
car, twice over,

And at the end of-the year the railroad
gtill owns the car.

In addition, the railroad company re-
ceived [rom the government £r,228,080.—
41 for transporting the mails, under the
regular weight schedule, between New
York and Baffalo.

If you want to know how the railroads
rob the government throBgh the conniv-
ance of senators, congressmen and others
influenced by the railroad lobby, study
these figures, which compare the charges
for transporting governtnent mail matter
aud ordinary express matter to a New
York Central station tweity wiles from
New York:

For carrying 200 pounds per day of
mail matter, at $350 per mile per annum,
the reilroad is authorized to charge in
{one vegr $1,000. The express.company
| carries a 200-pound package the same

distanee every day for $365 u vear.
In other words, the government pays

$1,000 for carrying 2oo pounds of mal

in addition to paying an enormous rental
for the cara. Express matier travels the
game distance at the same speed for $365
a year, and the railroad cowpany
made a good profit on the transaction.

Poor’s Manual gives the Pennsylvania
Riilroad Company’s own slatement for
1900 as to itg earnings,

On passengers the raiiroad earns a
small fraction over 2 cents per mile per
passenger. -On freight it earns aliltle
less thati & third of a cent per mile per
o~ : :

The government, however, pays all the
railfopds;#acluding the Pensylyania, an
averaze of 18 cents per wile.

These are dull figures, bat when vou
talk government-ownership, when you
talleshout the rablers of Lhe public by
corporations, it is well to havesome facts
at yoor disposal, Remember that the U=
uited States government pays every year
to the railaoads $38,000,000 for carrying
the malls and for the use of cara.

In TFrance, where the governmeunt con-
trols all the railroads, owns many of
tliem, and will eventually own all, the
railroads carry the mails free, in return
for their grants or right of way.

In Switzerland the railroads receive
nothing for carrying the mails. The com-
pany that got permission to build a rail-
road had to carry mails free in exchange
for the privilege—witn this exception:
If the railroad company actually earned
less than 3 1-2 per cent a year the goy-
ernment paid a reasonable price for mail
gservice. The Swiss, more wise than we,
have now made all railroads government
property. - _

In Germany, ull railroads must ‘carry
one mail car free. Ifothef cars are need-
ed fo transport the mails the government
pays a small rate, which barely represents
the cost of hauling the cars.! [Austria’s
rales are practically the same as thoge of
Germany.

The Brifish Parliament, like our own
national congress, consiste argely of men
owned by the rrilroads. But they have
some shame over there, andalthough the
British mail gervice includes the parcels
post and does the work of our express com-
panies, the government pays (o the rail-
roads for all ol its carrying, including this
enormous parcel express business, only
one-ninth of the amount which the Unit-
ed States government pavs the railroads
for the carrying of pure mail mafter.

The public officials in Washington whé
connive at this kind of thievery talk a-
Lout extravagance and waate when ibis
gnggested that the hard-working men
who sort the letters in the postoffice or
carry the hoge bundles on their bhacks
should be paid fairly.

They can easily be persuaded to giye
away millions of government money f{o
the New York Cential Railroed. which
haz one of its lackeyvs and one of its pnp-
pets in‘the United States senate, but they
can’t tieat fairly the actual workers who
gerve the people,

CHASE CIVEN UP

SEARCH FOR CONYVICTS IS ABAN =
DONED,

Traoy aud Merrill Coverer Theig
Tracks Completely—Escapes
Are Believed to Bs Travel-
ing on Horseback in
Vicinity of La
Center.

Vaocouver, Wash., Juns 18—
Tired, chagrined, and covered with
the dust of many miles of jungle,
road and brush, Sheriff Marsh, sov-
eral of his deputies, detsctives and
about a dozen membera of Com
ny C, Washington National Guoard,
returned here today from an unsug-
ceseful chase after Tracy and Mer—
rill, the escaped convicts. The chatas
will be resumed when a new clew
pregents it:elf. The bloodhounds
are at Woodland with Guard Car—
son and Walter Lyons, private see—
retary to Governor Geer.

Tracy and Mérrill ars supposed
to be baving & gay time of it om
horaeback, somewhera in the wilds
between Ridgefield, Piongerand La
Center, bat their postoflice address
is mokn wn. Through somebody’s
error of judgment yesterday after-
noon, when an opportunity present=
ed itzelf to follow trails leading tor
Loewisville, Ridgetield and La Cen~
ter, posses were sent in pursuit of
Tracy and Merrill to Ridgefield and
La Center. The indications now are
that when the posee divided, the
oatlaws were about one hour ahead
of the man-hunters, and were riding
toward Lewisville.

The first clew as to the outlaws

preasnce around Pioneer came yes-
terday aflernoon at 2 o’clock, when
Miss Anderson saw two men on
horseback riding from Pionesr to
Lewisyille. One horseman wore &
hat, sat on a saddle, and the other,
wearing a handkerchief around his
head, yode bareback. IHagch mén
carried & rifle. In the meantime,
the hounds had lost the scant, and
the posses were hurrying to Ridge-
field and La Center, only to find
that the conviets had not been seen
or heard of at those points. This
was between 3 and 4 o'clook in the
afternoen.
Twelve members of Company G
were in tho brush toward La Center
yesterday trying to hboead off the
conv.cte, should they venture that
way. Tae militia boys were
armed with Winchesters, Krage,
Mausers and Springfield rifles.

This afternoon two horsemen
were seen riding along a by-path
in timberland, three-quarters of a
mile west ef La Center, and farmers
dogs in the vicinity began to howl.
Two guards who were palrolling
the crossroads came running in
time to see the two horsemen disap-
pear in the gloom of a hill. This
was the last alarm of the *ase.

come?? geid one tired .nember of
the little band. All through the
night vigilant guard was kept, and
while on2 hunter slept others took
their turns at watching and vice
versa.
The bloodhounds bayed at the
man in the moon. Bright and
eally this morning the chase was
resumed, but sll energy seemed
gone. There was absolutely no
clue, ar.d one by one the man-hunt-
eré came home. Detectives Day
and Weiner struck for Portland.
The militia boys came home on bi-
eycles and in carriages.

Sheriff Marsh, after leaving dep=
‘aties to remain guarding approach-
es to the Lewis river, lo pravent the
convicts from crossing the stream,
left for Vancouver and arrived here
al 8 o’clock.

“I am too tired to talk., I am go-
ing back if I get another clew,” he
said to an Oregonian man, Iiwas
observed, however, that the gheriff
wag not too tired to answer a vol-
lay of questions as to the why and
wherefore from a crowd of citizens
in front of a cigar store.
